For I know that 
eir commiſsion was veric large; to lgoe in- 
to all the world , and to preaco the Goſpel unte 
every creature. ſo that in what part of the 
world ſocver they lived, they could not bee 
ſaid to be out of their charge; their 4poſileſhip 
being a kind of an Univer/all Biſhoprick. It 
therefore the Biſhop of Rome can prove 
himſelfe to bee one of this ranke ; the Oath 
muſt be amended , and wee muſt acknow- 
ledge that hee hath Eccleſiaſticall authoritie 
within this Realme. 

Irue it is, chat our Lawyers in their Year- 
bookes by the name ofthe Apoſtle do uſually 
deſigne the Pope. Bur if they had examined 
his title to chat. Apoftieſhip, as they would try 
an ordinary mans title to a piece of land: 
they might caſily have found a number of 
flawes and maine defects therein. For firft it

ext point contained in the ſecond part of 
the Oath.
